REPORT OF AUDIT OF TOWN BOOKS

Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith the report of an audit and examination 
of the accounts of the Town of Deerfield which has been 
made by this division. Schedules as hereafter listed are 
included as part of the report. 


FINANCES 


During the ten year period between January 31, 1929, 
and January 31, 1939, the Net Debt (excess of Total Lia- 
bilities over Total Assets) of the town increased from 
$7,133.84 to $13,736.36. During the same period no change 
took place in the long term debt as represented by town 
notes in the amount of $7,151.25, held by the Trustees of 
Trust Funds. It is noted, however, that outstanding tem- 
porary loans increased from $1,000.00 to $10,000.00. Un- 
collected taxes increased from $2,577.83 to $4,452.77, and 
unredeemed taxes were indicated as $2,576.88 as of last 
January 31, 1939, while the financial report of ten years ago 
did not show unredeemed taxes in any amount at all. 

No material change has taken place in the assessed valua- 
tion and the tax rate has increased from $3.15 per hundred 
in 1928 to $3.60 in 1938, as compared to the average state 
tax rate of $2.81 and $3.48 in the same years. (Schedule A.) 

The two serious problems which the town faces are: 


1. Uncollected and unredeemed taxes. 
2. Outstanding temporary loans. 
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Although the accumulation of outstanding temporary 
loans is partly the result of increasing tax delinquency, it 
has also resulted from expenditures in excess of appropria- 
tions during the past few years as indicated by Schedules B, 
C, D, E and F, which show the following results: 


1934—Net Excess of Expenditures over Appro- 


priations $4,114.68 
1935—Unexpended Balance of 

Appropriations $2,731.80 
1936—Net Excess of Expenditures over Appro- 

priations 1,418.55 
1937—Net excess of Expenditures over Appro- 

priations 1,565.69 
1938—Net Excess of Expenditures over Appro- 

priations 4,807.44 


While it has never been the policy of this department to 
urge any town to increase its appropriations, but rather to 
stress the necessity of economy in town government, it is 
evident from the above figures that a change of policy should 
be made so that continued overdrafts, with the resulting 
accumulation of indebtedness, may be prevented. 

The answer to this problem lies directly in the hands of 
the voters and taxpayers. If the cost of services which are 
being performed by those in charge of highways, for instance, 
is consistently in excess of the appropriations made for this 
purpose, then the question to be decided is: 

“Shall the services be reduced to the point where the 
costs will not exceed the appropriations or shall the appro- 
priations be increased to meet the costs of services which 
are being performed at the present time?” 

The town must consider this matter seriously if improve- 
ment in its financial condition is to be expected. 

The legal debt limit of the town of Deerfield (8% of the 
1939 valuation) amounts to $16,886.00. On January 31, 
1939, the outstanding notes amounted to $17,151.25, a 
little over the statutory debt limit. Although $10,000.00 
of the notes were listed as ‘““Temporary Loans in Anticipa- 
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tion of Taxes,” they have accumulated over a period of} 
years (as shown in Schedule A) and must now be considered - 
as permanent indebtedness. This is further emphasized by 
the fact that the town balance sheet of January 31, 1939, 
indicated that the total assets were insufficient in amount 
to offset the current liabilities which included temporary 
loans and accounts payable. 

It is recommended, therefore, in view of this situation 
that the outstanding temporary loans, as of January 31, 
1939, be refunded by issuing long term notes or bonds in 
place thereof. Such refunding may be accomplished under 
authority of the provisions of Chapter 9 of the Laws of 1939, 
which is quoted herewith: 


“An AcT RELATING TO MUNICIPAL FINANCES 


1. Temporary Provisions. Every municipality which has 
at the time when this act takes effect outstanding notes 
payable on demand, overdue notes issued in anticipation of 
taxes, notes issued to pay for damage caused by flood and 
wind during 1938, or which has used the principal of trust 
funds and has not restored the same, may provide for the 
payment of such notes and for the restoration of such trust 
funds in whole or in part in the tax levy of 1939 or 1940, and 
shall borrow not exceeding in the aggregate the amount, if 
any, required for paying the balance of such notes and 
restoring the balance of such trust funds, and issue bonds 
or notes therefor payable serially in the manner provided 
in chapter 59 of the Public Laws covering a period not 
exceeding fifteen years from the date of issue. With money 
so provided said notes shall be paid and said trust funds 
restored in 1939 or 1940. 


2. Emergency Town Appropriation. Money lawfully may 
be raised at the regular town meetings in 1939 for the pur- 
pose of paying or refunding notes issued to pay for damage 
caused by flood and wind during 1938, notwithstanding the 
fact that no article dealing with such an appropriation may 
have been inserted in the warrant warning the meeting. 
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3. Takes Effect. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
(Approved March 1, 1939.)”’ 


An article should be inserted in the town warrant for the 
1940 annual town meeting, so that the matter of refunding 
may be brought before the voters. 


TAXES 


As indicated by Schedule I, unredeemed taxes from tax 
sales on account of the levies of 1932, 1933, 1934, 1935, 
1936 and 1937, amounted in the aggregate to $1,619.89. 
Verification notices have been sent out to all parties whose 
names appear on the unredeemed lists, recommending an 
early settlement with the town to avoid transfer of title to 
the town by Collector’s deeds. 

The tax warrants of Collector Walker for the years 1934, 
1935, 1986 and 1937, were audited and summaries of the 
warrants appear in Schedule K. 

The accounts of Collector Fred U. French for the tax 
levy of 1938 were checked and the warrant balanced. 
Schedule J.) On the date of audit, according to the Collec- 
tor’s list, there appeared to be uncollected property taxes 
amounting to $1,559.24, and poll taxes amounting to $89.50. 
Verification notices have been sent out to all taxpayers 
appearing on these lists. 

Because of physical incapacity it has become necessary 
for Mr. French to relinquish his duties as collector, and the 
board of selectmen have found it advisable to appoint Mrs. 
Grace B. Sanborn, collector for 1939, as deputy collector 
to complete the collection of the 1938 warrant, as authorized 
by Chapter 62, Laws of 1937. 


LOANS TO INDIVIDUALS 


It has been the practice in the town of Deerfield for one 
reason or another to loan town funds to individuals, one of 
these loans, on account of which the town holds a note 
being still unpaid. This practise should be discontinued as 
a board of selectmen has no authority, under the law, to 
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loan town funds. Collection of the note which the town 
holds should be made as soon as possible. 


SELECTMEN’S AND TREASURER’S ACCOUNTS 


Vouchers issued by the Selectmen during the fiscal year 
ended January 31, 1939, and the current fiscal year to 
November 13, 1939, were examined as were also the sup- 
porting invoices and road agents’ payrolls. The cancelled 
checks of the treasurer, issued upon orders of the selectmen, 
were compared with the vouchers and found to be in agree- 
ment. The receipts of the treasurer were checked by source 
insofar as it was possible to do so. Totals of receipts and 
expenditures were verified. The treasurer’s cash. book 
balance as of November 13, 1939, amounted to $1,238.59. 
The reconciled bank balance, plus cash on hand, as of like 
date was $1,243.21 indicating an excess over cash book 
balance of $4.62. (Schedule G.) 


Town CLERK 


The Town Clerk’s Motor Vehicle and Dog License 
accounts for the current year were audited and balanced as 
shown by Schedule H. 


SUMMARY 


The persistent increase in Net Debt over a period of years 
as indicated by Schedule A, during which time no long term 
notes or bonds for capital outlay expenditures were issued, 
necessarily must be attributed to repeated overdrafts for 
current expenditures as previously pointed out. This situa- 
tion, together with the increase in tax delinquency, has 
resulted in the continued increase in outstanding temporary 
loans. It is again emphasized that this accumulated in- 
debtedness should be refunded by the issuance of long term 
notes or bonds as the first step towards putting the town’s 
financial affairs in order. 

It is also absolutely essential that better tax collection 
procedure be employed than has been the case in recent 
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years. The conduct of tax sales must be in accordance with 
the laws governing such procedure in order that the town’s 
interests may be protected. 

The Town of Deerfield can still emerge from its present 
difficulties provided that the proper steps are taken, as 
outlined herein, to correct certain practises which have 
caused these conditions. Failure to remedy such conditions 
can only result in a situation which becomes increasingly 
serious. 

In accordance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the laws 
of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential 
features should be published in the next annual report of 
the town.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Deerfield: 


In this, my eleventh annual report, your attention is 
called not only to the customary activities of the schools 
but also to new obligations and responsibilities which chang- 
ing conditions have placed upon an efficient school system. 


ORGANIZATION AND INSTRUCTION 


One change has been made in the staff of teachers. Mr. 
Donald L. Chase of Freedom, New Hampshire, was elected 
to the Center School, succeeding Mrs. Mary C. Robinson 
who for more than ten years rendered faithful service in this 
position. Mr. Chase is a graduate of the three-year course 
at Plymouth Teachers College. For the five years preceding 
his election in Deerfield, Mr. Chase taught elementary 
schools in Effingham and Madison. 

Through the initiative of Mr. Chase and the cooperation 
of the School Board, facilities for manual training have been 
provided and regular instruction given to the boys on one 
afternoon a week. In the limited shop space, now available, 
the boys have built a substantial carpenter’s bench and a 
well arranged tool cabinet. Working drawings are required 
of all projects before these are built in the shop. The objec- 
tives sought in this work are (1) the training of muscles for 
neatness and accuracy, (2) the application of mathematics 
to practical purposes, and (3) the development of the pupil’s 
ability to visualize a completed project before construction 
is attempted. 

While the girls have no facilities in domestic arts compar- 
able with the shop work of the boys, some instruction has 
been directed to housing facilities and home equipment and 
decoration. Both girls and boys should have a least two 
years of practical arts work before entering the average 
high school or academy. 
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At the Pond Schoo! some manual training for boys has 
been conducted through the generous cooperation of the 
4-H Club Agent. This is of necessity somewhat irregular 
but realizes in a measure the same objectives. 

At the West School with its enrollment of only six pupils 
there is no opportunity for practical arts instruction. 

It has been found necessary to continue instruction in 
oral as well as silent reading for skill and comprehension in 
the intermediate grades. This involves some added expendi- 
ture which another year might be well invested in a social 
science paper such as ‘“My Weekly Reader,” ‘Our Times’’ 
or “Current Events” for the use of each individual pupil. 
These papers supply much practical and purposeful reading 
and prepare a foundation for worthwhile discussions. The 
Metropolitan Achievement Tests, which have been given 
to the pupils annually since 1934, show that the fifth grade 
pupils score above the average while the sixth and seventh 
grades are below the average in reading and the social 
studies. 

New Community Song books have been provided in the 
Center and West Schools. These bring to the pupils much 
pleasure and inspiration through unison singing. However, 
to realize the real objectives of music instruction regular 
employment of a trained and experienced supervisor is 
essential. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 

The hot lunch service, maintained at the Pond School 
through the organized cooperation of the parents, 1s one o 
the most valuable health activities in which a community 
can participate. The reports of your school nurse and other 
school nurses in the state show that the health conditions 
of the children are definitely better where, (1) classrooms 
are adequately ventilated and evenly heated, (2) systematic 
physical training is given the boys and girls of the upper 
grades, (3) all pupils participate in out-of-door activities 
during noon and recess periods, and (4) hot lunches are 
provided for all pupils who remain during the noon hour 
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In some school districts a special appropriation is made for 
hot lunches. Your school nurse reports that nine of the 
fifteen Deerfield children, found to be underweight, have 
overcome this condition. A limited amount of cod liver oil 
was supplied to children in seven families. There is at 
present a real need for twice the amount allotted by the 
health agencies. 

In the annual spelling contest, held in Hooksett last June, 
Deerfield was represented by Joanne Flint from the eighth 
grade of the Center School, Arthur Frost from the sixth 
grade of the Pond School, and Barbara Smith from the 
fourth grade of the Parade School. The team score of 282 
was exactly the same as the team score of the previous year. 

By the enrichment of experiences through observation 
trips and the use of social studies readers in the primary and 
intermediate grades, a more intelligent approach is made 
possible to the social sciences—geography, history, and 
civics—in the upper grades. Such an observation trip was 
made last spring by the grammar grades of the Center 
School to the Globe Manufacturing Plant in Pittsfield where 
the replacing of hand labor by machinery was especially 
emphasized. The primary grades at the Parade visited the 
Auburn Museum and examined the farm and household 
equipment used by the self-sustaining families of primitive 
New England. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


With the exception of the West School the interior walls 
of the schoolrooms have been made light and attractive. 
The interior of the schoolroom at the Center was repainted 
during the summer vacation. New windows were recently 
put into the basement and the foundation made more nearly 
weather tight. 

Most appreciated by your teachers is the replacement of 
the antiquated and inadequate teachers tables by three 
modern schoolroom desks, containing ample surface and an 
abundance of filing space. These are both a convenience 
and an economy in the better protection of supplies. 
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Provision must soon be made for two new toilet tanks to 
replace defective chemical tanks at the Center. In making 
these repairs the Superintendeet recommends that con- 
sideration be given to the use of septic toilets that require 
no chemical. These are manufactured by the same company 
and do away with the annual expense of recharging. 


The playground equipment at the Parade should be 
repaired and made available for use this spring. 


In CONCLUSION 


Direction and assistance in vocational guidance 1s now a 
recognized function in our best high schools and academies. 
Yet the school life of some children must end with the 
grammar school or even earlier. To these children and to a 
few who fail to complete a high school course, the public 
schools with the assistance of the National Youth Adminis- 
tration and similar agencies face a new responsibility. 


Through the assistance of your teachers and the school 
nurse a personal record of every pupil who graduates from 
your schools is now made a part of the permanent files in 
the Superintendent’s office. 


For the first time this year we are attempting to follow up 
those graduates who are not in school and whom we may 
assist in vocational placement. Today the duty of the 
community does not end with the presentation of a diploma:
